Puja Appaji rightly said in Dasoha Sutra" Teaching and learning not 
only for the sake of livelihood but also for the welfare of others thinking that serv- 
ing humanity is serving god. This is Dasoha philosophy " The Trinity principles 
of Kayaka ,Anna and Gynana Dasoha together become Mahadasoha. 


On the onset of birth of God ShriSharanabasaveshwar in the 17th century of mod- 
ern era ,before Independence Kalburgi region has gone through tumultuous situ- 
ation .Hyderabad Karnataka area was drowned in political and economical tur- 
moil because of frequent wars between Maratha and Mughal, The invasion of 
foreigners and their new rules the rural area was affected by poverty, illness 
restrictions and natural calamities. Religious traditions like worship, rituals, 
prayers and rites with folk touch were in vogue. People came up to the aid of the 
distressed society by rendering various services.such accomplishments were 
recorded as oral communication with touch of folk tradition. Later on they came 
up as literary works. All such works collectively were explored and researched 
as literature of northern Karnataka. Scholars wrote books on many subjects. Per- 
sonalities such as Sharanabasaveshwar, person of substance and sainthood ear- 
marked for a big expansion of the studies.He was born in Aralgundgi in a family 
of agriculturist hailed from this region.He rose himself to become a saint by his 
selfless service. Many languages produced many books about the great Saint . 
One such book is the only kind in this region of KalyanKarnataka is this epic 
Sharanabasava: the Sion of Mahadasha.by.Dr S G Dollegoudar written in Eng- 
lish with a touch of Veershaiv heritage. Mahatma Gandhi rightly said 'true educa- 
tion must correspond for this surrounding circumstances or it is not otherwise a 
healthy growth".
